but Sir Thomas Sackville, with other free-ma- 
ſons, making an honourable report of the ſoci- 
ety to the Queen, ſhe after eſteemed them as a 
peculiar ſet of men, who cultiyated peace and 
friendſhip, arts and ſciences, without meddling 
in affairs of church or- ſtate.
